One Hundred St. Louisans Selected to 
Welcome Kaiser’s Brother, but 
Names Will Not Be Announced 
Until They Accept. 


Mayor Wells has received from the gen- 
eral committee in charge of Prince Henry's 
itinerary the personnel of the suite that 
will accompany the Kaliser’s brother on his, 
visit to St. Louts. 

This list shows that there will be 58 per- 
sons in the party. Of these only 20 will 
form the personal suite of the prince. In 
addition to this number there will be six 
newspaper representatives, seven 
raphers, etc.,"’ two chief clerks and an 
usher. 


In addition there will be two valets for 
the prince and one for each of the 20 mem- 
bers of his suite.

Say They Will Hand Out vards on 
Street Until the Place igs 
Unionized.

‘At first I nearly cried when I saw that 
horrid wagon coming. But I wanted to be 
|game and I guess I was. We got in and 
etill carried cur big cards. The man who 
drove the wagon told us to give him a 
Stack of the cards and he would hand 
them out. We did so. He is a union sym- 
pathizer. 

“When we got to the Four Courts we 
went into a rcom at the Twelfth street 
end—it’s a police station, they say—and the 
captain was kind to us. The two officers 
who made the arrest were asked to put a 
charge against us. 

“They said we had been littering the 
street with cards. The policemen called it 
“literature.’”’ We denied th's. and made the 
officers admit that we were only handing 
out the cards and the persons to whom we 
handed them did the littering. Many threw 
the cards down on the sidewalk. We 
couldn’ t help that, could we? 

“That is the way the captain looked at 
it. He said there was no charge against 
us, as there is no ordinance against giv- 
ing out cards on the street. 

“The captain released us at once. But 
if he hadn’t done that we were ready for 
him. We had a union man along to give 


that we were properly defended.

BATTERY A ARMORY HAS DRAWN 
UP PLANS. 


HORSE SHOW MEN INTERESTED 


Fear Destruction of Exposition Build- 
ing Is a Possibility of the Very 
Near Future. 


Public attention has been attracted to the 
Battery A armory property at Grand ave- 
YNue and Hickory by the possibility of the 
destruction of the Exposition building. 

If the plans of the Public Library Board 
are carried out and the site of the Exposi- 
tion building is reconverted Into a park, 
the transformation will wipe out the only 
place in St. Louis suitable for holding a 
horse show or other very large gathering— 


the Coliseum. 

The horse show promoters and others 
interested in securing a large arena and 
auditorium for St. Louis are already cast- 
ing eyes at the battery property. 

The battery park is 187 feet square. It is 
used as a dri'l arena, being immediately 
in the rear of the unfinished armory, which 


is built right up to the sidewalk.

REV. TSILKA UNDER ARREST 


HUSBAND OF THE WOMAN WITH 
MISS STONE. 


The Turkish Authorities Believe This 
Man Was Implicated in the Ab- 
duction of the Missionary and 
It Was a Political Plot.

SOFIA, Feb. 19 —In Macedonian circles the 
report is confirmed that the money for the 
ransom of Miss Ellen Stone, the Amer.can 
missionary captured last September, has 
been handed to the -brigands’ representa- 

tive at Macedonia. 

A letter from Salonica states that the 
Turkish authorities have arrested the Rev. 
Mr. Tsilka, a Macedonian, connected with 
the American mission and the husband of 
the woman captured with Miss Stone, on 
suspicion of complicity. in the k dnuping. 
The same authority states that Miss Stone 
has been delivered to her friends. 


LONDON, Feb. 19.—The arrest of the 
Rev. Mr. Tsilka is in line with the suspi- 
cion, not confined to the Turk.sh govern- 
ment, that the capture of Miss Stone was a 
plot to supply the Macedonian revolution- 
ary committee with funds and was not the 
work of the ordinary brigands. 

The alleged complicity of Rev. Mr. Tsil- 
ka in the kidnaping of Miss Stone changes 
the whole theory of the crime that has 
held all the wor'd tnterested in the work 
of missionaries in suspense for five months. 
If this Albanian minister or whom the mis- 
sionary people in America have notning but 
good to tell, was really concerned in the 
abduction of Miss Stone for ransom. it 
must be assumed that his wif- who has

shared Miss Stone's captivity, was with her, 
not as a fellow missionary in misfortune, 
but in order to kéep watch on her, and 
that her presence in the party that was 
beset in the narrow valley between Bans- 
ko and Djoumaria on Sept. 3, 1901, was by 
arrangement with the brigands. 

This view of the case is pronounced 
monstrous by the many Americans who 
remember Mme. Tsilka as a bright and 
entle young girl at the Northfield Sem- 
nary, as well as those who know her 
husband, who was also educated in Amer- 
ica. Tsilka was preparing for his work as 
a medical missionary when he met Miss 
Stephenora, who had completed her course 
in the school of Dwight L. Moody and had 
become a trained nurse. They were mar- 
ried and together went to Bulgaria, which 
had been chosen as the place for their 
life work. The romantic story of the girl— 
she had come to America to escape the 
importunities of her parents, who wished 
to force her into a marriage that was dis- 
tasteful to her—and the interest in her of 
Mr. Moody attracted many friends to her 
and they are all loyal. 

Mme. Tsilka was the only one of the 
arty taken by the brigands except Miss 
tone. No ransom was asked for the wife 
of the Albanian minister, who seemed to 
be taken along simply as a companion to 
the American woman for whose liberty 
$110.000 was demanded. 

It is certain that Miss Stone never sus- 
ected her companion, for the letters sent 
n since.she was made a prisoner contain 
only expressions of regard and pity for 
Mme. Tsilka, to whom a child was born 
during the rough time when they were be- 
ing hurried over the mountains by the 
bandits. 


WASHINGTON SKEPTICAL. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The state de- 
wartment’s advices concerning Miss Stone 
indicate that the Paris publication to the 
effect that she had been set at liberty Is, to 
say the least, premature. It is gathere74, 
however, from the reports of the Un'ted 
States diplomatic agents that the wom'n 
is likely to be released very soon, and that 
the delay is explained by the requirement 
of the brigands that they be given ample 
oportunity to insure their own safety.

“If patent 339,207 (referring to Merz pro- 
cess) is the only cne relating to process (of 
reducing garbage) and no other patent cov- 
ers the subject, then there can be no ob- 
jection to the specification of the Merz pro- 
cees by name in the ordinance.”’ 

While Mr. Schnurmacher virtually agreed 
with the Health Department’s recommenda- 
tion he stated to the Post-Dispatch that his 
letter should not have been construed as 
meaning it would make the ordinance in- 
valid to have inserted any patent process 
other than the Merz system. 

“It would have been perfectly Icgu2.l,” 
added Mr. Schnurmacher, ‘‘to have speci- 
fied any process, since the Supreme Court 
has held such specification to be absolutely 
valid.’’

The fund will guarantee 
to all of these children the advantage of a practical education 
in preparation for self-support. No better provision could be 
made for the children and none that would prove. more gen- 
ulnely helpful, not only to themsélves, byt to their families. 

Accidents, misfortunes or mistakes may dissipate the money 
given to the familics, but the equipment for practical work is a 
sure foundation for support and success in life. 

The work of perfecting the plan has been turned over to the 
mayor’s special committee and the outlining of the details 
ss in the hands of Mr. I. H. Lionberger, who was’ requested by 
the committee to undertake the work. 


The veterans of the Volunteer Fire Department never forget 
the brave fellows who have succeeded them in the work of fire 
Wghting and rescue. They have a warm .placé>in their héarts 
for the boys who run with the engine.

Companies Say Their Desire Is to Keep 
Cars Entirely Free of Dis- 
agreeable Odors.

CHICAGO, Feb. 19.—Railway passengers 
who remove their shoes to ease their feet 
in an all-night journey are not permitted 
to occupy seats in the chair cars. 

The porter who finds a man sitting in 
his stovcking feet gently orders him to put 
his shoes on or go into the smoking com- 
partment. 

This rule is now in force on the Omaha 
line of the illinois Central, and was quite 
recently enforced on an Iowa stockman, 


who was an extensive shipper of livestock 
over the Central's western lines. The pas- 


senger demurred, appealed to the conduc-! 


tor, and was pr: mpt y ruied against by tat 
official. Other Chicago roads are no less 
particular in this respect, and still others 
w.ll probably adopt the rule. 

It as long since been the custom of 
many passengers, who are obliged to sit in 
a seat for many hours, to remove their foot- 
wear. Some are pinched with tight-fitting 
Shoes. Others have corns and . pbunions, 
while the pedal extremities of still others 
are wont to swell to about twice their nat- 
ural size and thus make hours of misery 
for their owners.

EVERY ONE A PICKED MAN): 


There Are 300 of These, and a Better 
Crew Cannot Be Seen on 
the Broad Seas. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—On the Hohengol- 
lern, which is to be the home of Prince 
Henry in this country, is a crew compris- 


ing the cream of the German navy. Every 
man on the Emperor's yacht is a picked 
man, from the galley boy up. 

There are only 300 of these men, and a 
better trained and better disciplined crew 
is not afloat. Every man 1s a typ.cal Ger- 
man. All wear efther a little pointed beard 
or go clean shaven. There is no mustache 
in the German navy without a beard to 
accompany it. 

The discipline on the yacht is perfect. 
The routine is that of a man-of-war, in 
which class the Hohenzollern belongs. 

The Emperor's own cooks are on board 
the yacht. There are five of these. 
Four arrived on the Graf Waldersee, Fri- 
day, and will accompany Prince Henry on 
his tour. The entire kitchén force is the 
same that cooks the Emperor's meals when 
he is on board the yacht. The kitchen 1s 
kept as neat and clean as a parlor, and 
is guarded as sacredly as the Emperor's 
own quarters. 

The yacht is fitted with two _ rapid-fire 
rifles well up toward the bow. These are 
fixed behind screens and are used for salut- 
ing visiting officials. Two immense search- 
lights are located on the bow of the _ ht. 

At the stern of the vessel, on a level with 
the saloon deck, is a rivate balcony, where 
the Emperor entertains his friends. It is 
hidden away from the rest of the boat and 
is railed in with gllt railing. lt is just 
wide enough to accommodate a deck chair, 
and is one of the most delightful spots on 
the vess¢!).
